IO.—In tile 
magnificent 
old Gothic church 
here 
during tin* afternoon King Christian 
IX., am id 
the thunder 
of guns,

sonorous tones of tile organ and the 
blare <f trumpets, 
w as laid to rest 
with th e long line of his predecessors 
on tho I anisil t hr one, whose remains 
repose in the chapels of Roskilde’s roil 
stone 
fane. 
The 
coffin 
lay in

chancel beneath 
a black 
and gold 
baldachin, supported by high officers 
in 
full 
dress uniforms. 
The 
only 
decoration on tho cask et was a golden 
branch, a tribute from the children of 
D enm ark. 
I caning against the altar 
rails were floral offerings from foreign 
m o n a rc h s and m e m b e rs of the Danish 
royal family. 
T h e services were attended by the 
foreign diplomats, ministers, state and 
court officials, m e m b e rs of the rik s­ 
dag, E m p e ro r 
William of 
Germany. 
Queen 
Alexandra 
of England, 
King 
H aakon, King Frederick, the queen of 
D e n m a rk , the 
dowager empress 
of 
R u ssia and many o th e r notables. 
T h e service was 
beautiful but as 
simple as all the form er ceremonies 
held since the king’s death. 
Then to 
the stra in s of a funeral march, e ig h t 
officers carried 
the coffin 
from the 
chancel 
across 
th e church 
to 
the 
chapel of Frederick and deposited It In 
the sarcophagus. 
Dr. 
Pauli read the 
burial service in th e presence only of 
the royal personages, the foreign re p ­ 
r esen tativ es and th e ministers. E a rth

son, John H. Mc­ 
Call, briefly announced: 
“ The end has come. 
My father has 
passed away.” 
Mr. McCall had 
been unconscious 
since about I o'clock in the morning, 
except possibly for one brief m inute 
In the afternoon when his eyes opened 
and looked into tin. face of Ii is wife, 
who 
was 
bending 
over 
him. 
He 
smiled and as he did so his eyes cl ised 
again and he rem ained 
in the com a 
until the end. 
Tile body 
will be brought 
to New 
York. 
One of the last persons Mr. McCall 
talked lo was his old friend and pastor, 
Rev. Father M atth ew s Taylor of the 
Church of the Blessed Sacrament in 
West Seventy-first 
street, 
lilts cl*.'. 
The priest went to Lakewood to see 
Mr. McCall at th e hitter's request. 
The 
a tten d in g physicians 
notified 
the family at I o ’clock p. rn. that the 
end was close at hand. 
Mrs. McCall had been at the bedside 
constantly 
since Saturday 
evening. 
All of the seven 
children were s u m ­ 
moned. 


Liver Trouble Cause of Death. 


It was announced that Mr. McCall’s 
death was due to enlargement of the 
liver and tim end had been peaceful 
and without pain. 
Mrs. McCall is now under medical 
care. 
She had become worn out by 
the long vigil at the 
bedside of her 
husband and w h en he died she p rac­ 
tically collapsed. 
It Is thought that 
her condition will not develop serious­ 
ly. 
If Mrs. McCall is able the entire 
family will accom pany the corpse to 
New York, o th e rw ise some of the chil­ 
dren will re m a in at Lakewood with 
their mother. 
Mr. McCall’s 
physicial breakdown 
occurred about the close of the investi­ 
gation of life insurance affairs in this 
city by the legislative 
com m ittee in 
December 
last. 
The report 
of the 
committee is expected to he subm itted 
to the legislature at Albany early this 
week. 
Mr. McCall’s examination be­ 
fore tile c o m m ittee was severe and 
the ordeal he underwent In reh earsin g 
in detail the affairs 
of the com pany 
and in divulging 
transactions about 
which the general public was ignorant, 
worried him greatly, it was said. 
Mr. McCall 
was ill in bed 
at his 
home in this city when he affixed Ills 
signature to His letter of resignation 
from the presidency of the New York 
Life. 


Worried O ver Business Affairs. 


About th re e weeks ago his condition 
became such th a t his physicians and 
family deemed it advisable to remove 
him to 
Lakewood. 
During 
nil this 
time Mr. McCall worried constantly 
about 
his business affairs. 
He 
was 
compelled first to mortgage and then 
to sell his h a n d so m e country place at 
Long Branch, 
N. J., in order, 
it was 
stated, to repay lo the New York Life 
Insurance c o m p a n y 
$235,000 on the 
Andrew H am ilton account, Mr. H am il­ 
ton, the legislative agent of th e com ­ 
pany, having m ad e no accounting for 
thi3 sum. 
Ten days ago Mr. McCall suffered 
the first sinking spell of his illness and 
was very low for several days 
Then 
he improved slightly. 
One week ago, 
however, he suffered a second sinking 
spell and g rew much worse. 
His con 
ditlon b ecam e so low that his life was 
despaired of. 
A priest of the Roman 
Catholic church, of 
which faith Mr. 
McCall 
was an adherent, 
was su m ­ 
moned and Hie last sacrament: of the 
church 
w ere 
administered 
t i 
the 
stricken man. 
W hen all hope 
had been 
lost Mr. 
McCall suddenly rallied. 
It 
was an 
effort of the mind and will. how mer, 
and not a physical improvement. 
The 
attending physicians foresaw tin- ap­ 
proaching end and so warned his fa m ­ 
ily, who re m a in e d with the sick m an 
until death carne. 
John A. McCalf was horn in Albany, 
N. Y., March 2, 1849. 
He entered the 
Insurance business early in life and in 
1885 was appointed 
state Insurance 
commissioner by 
Grover Cleveland. 


who was 
then governor. 
Ho relin­ 
quished that position to become comp­ 
troller of tile Equitable I ife \ssu ra n c e 
society, which position he held until 
lie became president of tho New York 
Life Insurance conipanv in 1SS2.

T h e attention of the voters in the 
country is being called to some changes 
in the township law th a t go into effect 
the fir-t of March, and for the benefit of 
the interested ones the following is p u b ­ 
lished: 
“ Heretofore one of the su p e r­ 
visors elected at the annual town m eet­ 
ing has been designated upon the ballot 
as chairman. 
Hereafter the board of 
supervisors each year, at their first 
meeting, mu. t elect one of their number 
as chairman; with the exception th a t if 
last year a chairm an was elected for 
three years he will continue to hold his 
office till the term for which he was 
elected expires. 
In other words the law 
contemplates, when present conditions 
fully expire, th a t each year one super 
visor will be elected for three years and 
each year tile board of supervisors, in­ 
cluding the new members, shall choose 
one of their num ber for chairman. 
An 
other radical change in the law provides 
t h a t in the election of overseers of 
roads, the overseer of each district, 
(who must be a qualified voter residing 
in said district), shall be elected only by 
th e voters present at the town meeting 
from 
that district, and not as hereto­ 
fore by all the voters of the town. 
In 
case there are no voters present from a 
given district and consequently no over 
seer of roads can be elected 
for it, the 
board of supervisors are empowered to
